No tithing money will be used to 
construct the addition. 

But the world “will never have enough library space,” 
President Hinckley said. 

He called the Library the “heart of the university” and 
recounted numerous visits he had taken to libraries 
throughout the world, including the royal library in Great 
Britain and the library at the Vatican. 

“A great library is sacred,’ President Hinckley said. “It 
represents preservation of the wisdom, learning and pon- 
derings of all the men and women of all ages.” 

President Thomas S. Monson and President James E. 
Faust, both counselors in the First Presidency of the 
church and vice chairs of the Board of Trustees, focused 
on the Library’s namesake, President Harold B. Lee. 

President Monson said, “We couldn’t do less for a man 
who gave so much.” 

“President Lee believed that books are keys to hidden 
treasures,’ President Monson said. and it is rightful that 
this building is named after him. 

“He was a man for all seasons and he reached out to 
everyone.” President Faust said that “those of us

on their cars, they don’t register their 
vehicles, and many don’t have valid 
driver licenses. 

Yaeger said, they seem to have a 
death wish and many of them would 
like to be martyrs for their cause. 

Another type of violence that is on 
the rise in Utah is Narco-terrorism. 
Yaeger said Utah is a conduit for a lot 
of drugs, and those people involved 
are willing to defend their “stash” 
with violence. 

“With a lot of these groups, their 
rhetoric is very violent, but their 
actions don’t match it,’ Yaeger said. 

Yaeger said he believed that if a ter- 
rorist decided to strike in Utah, there 
are a lot of natural targets for terror- 
ism to choose from. There are a lot of 
natural gas pipelines, power lines and 
transformers. 

“Utah is vulnerable because of its 
centralized technology,’ Yaeger said. 

Yaegar and Vincent believe that 
gangs are causing problems for Utah 
and may fall under the classification 
of terrorism. 

“The biggest cases of terrorism the 
community faces are gangs. They are 
real, they exist, and people can see 
them,” Vincent said. “Gangs are infil- 
trating and are in some aspects taking 
over Our community.” 

Yaegar said the acts of gangs in 
areas like Los Angeles are escalating 
from the use of automatic weapons to 
bombs. 

In 1988, Vickie Singer and Addam 
Swapp were involved in a 13-day 
standoff with police at their home in 
Marion, Utah after they had bombed 
an LDS stake center in Kamas. A note 
that was found at the bomb scene 
declared war against the government 
for persecution of their family. 

Singer and Swapp, according to 
Vincent, had religious motives, ani- 
mal rights groups have their motives, 
and gangs just have myriad motives.

lierrorism increasing, even in Utah 


Firearms reports that there are acts of 
terrorism that have been committed as 
recently as two to three weeks ago in 
Utah. 

The cases of various terrorist acts in 
Utah are numerous. Some, like the 
Unabomber, the Singer-Swapp stand- 
off and the Alta View Hospital inci- 
dent, have received much more media 
coverage than others, but Vincent said 
other local cases definitely exist. 

Salt Lake City has seen a lot of van- 
dalism activities, and not too long 
ago, some minks were released. 

Las: Easter an egg distribution plant 
was burned. 

A few years ago an animal, rights 
group was responsible for the arson of 
an animal research laboratory in 
northern Utah. They also set many 
animals free. 

In March 1994, a gunman entered 
the Salt Lake City Library and took 
hostages. 

On Sept. 20, 1991, Richard L. 
Worthington entered Alta View 
Hospital in Sandy armed with two 
guns anc a homemade bomb. He took 
eight hostages and killed a nurse in 
expression of his anger concerning a 
tubal ligation that was performed on 
his wife two years previously. 

“We've been doing a lot in the past 
18 months, mostly with counter-ter- 
rorism,” said Douglas Bodrero, com- 
missioner of the Utah Department of 
Public Safety. Bodrero said they have 
been training those working in emer- 
gency management areas like fire- 
fighters and police officers. 

It has been determined that the 
Unabomber has ties to Utah. Once 
Theodore John Kaczynski had been 
picked up for committing the acts 
attributed to the Unabomber, two 
Utahns told rc orters that they recog- 
nized Kaczynski from the pho- 
tographs on television. 

One claimed to have seen Kaczynski 
in the last three os four years at a 
restaurant in Salt Lake City. 


‘errorism: On far shores or our front doors?

Although statistically the chance 
of being on a flight targeted by ter- 
rorists is quite low, terrorism is a 
higher threat to American travelers 
than it used to be, said Mark Hess, a 
spokesman for the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 

On December 21, 1988, terrorists 
bombed Pan Am flight 103 over 
Lockerbie, Scotland, killing 270 
people. Another terrorist group 
unsuccessfully plotted to bomb 12 
American airliners, but killed one 
person in a test of their plan. 

About 700 people have died from 
terrorist explosions in the past eight 
years, a relatively small number 
compared to the six billion air-trips 
taken in that period, but large

enough to raise public concern. 

“We fear a plane crash more than 
we fear something like a car. acci- 
dent. We may survive a car accident, 
but we don’t have a chance in a 
plane at 30,000 feet, and terrorists 
have picked up on that fear,’ Hess 
said. 

The recent TWA flight 800 disas- 
ter, though not yet linked to terror- 
ism, sparked public fear and con- 
cern. On July 5, President Clinton 
said that “we will require pre-flight 
inspections for any plane flying to 
or from the United States—every 
plane, every cabin, every cargo hold, 
every time.” 

That same day President Clinton 
also directed Vice President Gore to 
establish the White House 
Commission an Aviation Safety and 
Security. The Commission has rex 
ommended twenty specific actions 


to improve aviation safety in its ini- 
tial report. 

*“The Commission’s recommenda- 
tions are definitely do-able,” Hess 
said. “They are reasonably well 
within the means of what can be 
done quickly.” 

Some of the recommendations 
require congressional legislation or 
appropriation, and may therefore 
take more time to be established. 
There are also some technical diffi- 
culties in immediately installing 
some of the equipment. 

“The delay, however, is minimal. 
They can all be done in a matter of 
months, not years,” Hess said. 

Many major airports have imple- 
mented a higher level of security.

OGDEN — A smoldering cigarette in a recliner chair apparently caused the 
downtown apartment fire that killed four people and left another 40 residents 
homeless. 

‘Police Lt. Chris Zimmerman said Sunday that the fire had been ruled acciden- 
tal. However, investigators were still trying to determine who had left the ciga- 
rette. 

. Fire Marshal Bob Wright said it-appeared the cigarette had been smoldering 
for some time i the chair on.the basement floor directly beneath the north 
Stairwell. The fire broke out just after 11 a.m. Saturday. 

Killed were Jesus Cruz Rivera, 31, Rosenda Cruz, 27, Carlos A. Cruz, 6, and 
Anne Gabriella Cruz, 3. Fire Capt. Jim Van Ness said the couple and their two 
children were found on the third floor of the building. 

_ “From my understanding, they tried to escape down the hallway but couldn’t 
because of the heat and basically were buried in debris,” he said. 

By the time firefighters arrived, flames and smoke were shooting out the win- 
dows on the second and third floors. 

Witnesses said many people jumped from the windows to escape the flames.

Kennedy weds in unannounced ceremony 


CUMBERLAND ISLAND, Ga. — John John is the nation’s No. | bachelor 
no more. John F. Kennedy Jr. tied the knot with longtime girlfriend Carolyn 
Bessette in a top secret weekend ceremony on a secluded island. 

Years of gossip about the man once dubbed “The Sexiest Man Alive” ended 
with a private wedding Saturday on this island along the Georgia coast. 

“My cousin John did tie the knot yesterday,” Rep. Patrick Kennedy, D-R.I., 
confirmed Sunday morning at a fund-raiser for congressional candidate Robert 
Burch in Steubenville, Ohio. Although he gave no details, his spokesman con- 
firmed the bride was Bessette. 

Kennedy has been romantically linked for about five years to Bessette, a 
Connecticut native who works in public relations for Calvin Klein Ltd. in New 
York City. 

But she was hardly the only woman linked to the dashing playboy who has it 
all - good looks, money and a link to Camelot. 

The 35-year-old son of President John F. Kennedy, co-founder and editor of 
George magazine, ended a lengthy relationship with actress Darryl Hannah not 
long after his mother’s funeral in May 1994. 

And according to the New York Post, Kennedy finally popped the question to 
Bessette last year after she blew her top over a National Enquirer report that he 
had an affair with actress Sharon Stone. 

In February, the couple was videotaped having a lovers’ quarrel in a New York 
park, with talking, fighting, pouting and crying before they eventually made up. 

- The 20-minute spat showed up in television and newspaper acccunts. 

Last week’s issue of New York magazine said the privacy obsessed Kennedy 
went ahead with plans for his wedding without even divulging the date or place 
to relatives.

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Terrorism concerns hit home P SECURE fom pace

Terrorism is a real problem in the 
United States. Terrorism tends to open 
the eyes of government officials. 
Changes are being made all of the 
time in government policy dealing 
with terrorism. The most recent 
changes in policy are aimed specifi- 
cally at fighting domestic terrorism. 

“Terrorism erupts from one common 
impulse: Rage, and rage can be traced 
to one common fountain: Pain,” said 
Jacques Ellul, author of “Anatomy of 
Revolution.” 

“There is a deadly cycle leading to 
domestic terrorism,” Ellul writes. 
“Counter productive government 


_action which leads to frustration, frus- 


tration which leads to cynicism, cyni- 
cism which leads to hopelessness, 
hopelessness which leads to pain, 
pain which leads to rage, and rage 
which leads to bombs, bigger and big- 
ger until the million man march or 
something like it is incinerated with a 
five megaton sleeper nuclear device 
irradiating inside the beltway.” 

On August 2, 1996, the House 
passed House Republican proposal 
3953, the provisions of which include 
increasing airport security, creating a 
blue ribbon commission on terrorism, 
and allowing prosecution of terrorists 
under federal racketeering laws, 
according to a press release from 
Congressman Bill Orton. 

In recent years, terrorism has been 
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primarily viewed as an international 
and foreign policy issue. 

The U.S. public perception of terror- 
ism as primarily an international 
problem, however, may be changing 
with the advent of the bombing of the 
World Trade Center in New York and 
the federal building in Oklahoma 
City, said to Raphael F. Perl, 
Coordinator, Foreign Affairs and 
National Defense Division. 

Most U.S. policy against terrorism

Research Service issue brief on terror- 
ism. 

Another issue that the government 
has to deal with is funding the U.S. 
response to terrorism. On May 2 
1995, President Clinton asked 
Congress to approve $142 million in 
emergency funding to pay for the 
investigation into the Oklahoma city 
bombing and activities to improve 
security at the White House and other 
government buildings. 

According to the CRS issue brief, 
the largest portion of the money, $71 
million, is designated for the Justice 
Department to cover the costs of the 
Oklahoma investigation and for new 
programs, including the establishment 
of a domestic terrorism center to be 
coordinated by the FBI.

Members of the task force are senior adminis- 
trators who operate the EOC and have been 
trained in emergency preparation, Baum said. 

The disaster task force has three main steps 
to follow in an emergency. 

“Basically we concentrate on planning, train- 
ing and decision making so the end result 
would be getting the campus back to tts nor-

mal operations,” said BYU administrative 
executive, Brad Farnsworth. Farnsworth is 
also the chair of the EOC task force. 

“I’m responsible for preparation of planning, 
which involves training and communication. 
I’m also involved in making decisions in an 
emergency for the best way to preserve life,” 
Farnsworth said. 

The task force participates in two prepara- 
tion training sessions each year, and has an 
executive committee meeting once a year. 

“Last spring we had a day long, real live 
earthquake exercise where we were given the 
scenario (of the disaster). We played through 
the scenario and came up with the plan of 
what we would do,” Farnsworth said.

“We always hope to find a species 
that has never been discovered 
before, but really, it takes months and 
months to research to find out if a 
plant I found has been discovered pre- 
viously. We just assume it has all been 
found before,” Welsh said. 

Welsh has been interested in 
Polynesian fauna for several decades. 
His most recent trip to the area in 
March of 1996 consisted of many 
miles of hiking over rough tropical 
terrain. 

“For six weeks I climbed ridges, vis- 
ited the corals and walked around the 
roads to collect everything I could get 
my hands on,” Welsh said. “One day 
we climbed 1,500 feet almost vertical 
while it was 90 degrees with 100 per- 
cent humidity, which feels like 120 
degrees. I had a steady stream of 
water dripping from my hat, and it 
wasn’t raining.” 

Welsh also spent one month last 
January studying tropical fauna at the 
Bishops Museum in Hawaii. “I stud- 
ied at that location for 10 hours a day. 
It was a great experience, but I was 
ready to move on the to the South 
Pacific when that was over,’ Welsh 
said.

Students and faculty can also do their part in 
being prepared for an emergency. 

“We encourage students to store bottled 
water and find out what they personally need 
to do in emergencies such as a blizzard. an 
earthquake, or a fire,” Baum said. 

However, students are not required to main- 
tain 72 hour kits. “In 1989 the brethren of the 
church sent out a letter saying not to encour- 
age students to have 72 hour kits,” Baum said. 

Because students are not required to have 
their own 72 hour kits, the EOC takes on a 
special responsibility. 

“We feel we have a responsibility to the stu- 
dents because there are so many students who 
aren't from Utah Valley and live here long 
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term,” Baum said.” We do encourage faculty to 
have 72 hour kits in their office if they desire.” 

A good 72 hour kit, explained Baum, should 
have the following: comfortable shoes to walk 
long distances, a high energy bar, bottled 
water, flashlight and batteries, and a whistle.’ 

The EOC and the task force is working on a 
campus-wide emergency plan. 

“Last July we handed out books about hay- 
ing an emergency preparation plan for each 
building on campus. We want each building to 
have their own evacuation plan for the people 
in the building. One person was assigned to 
each building to come up with the evacuation 
plan. We will be following up on those plans, = 
Farnsworth said.

The Olympic 
organizers as well as members of the 
military and the FBI believe that the 
federal government should pay for it. 

Korologos says that the Salt Lake 
City Olympic Organizing Committee 
is very dependent on the federal gov- 
ernment. 

Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz. is frus- 
trated that federal help often comes in 
the form of security personnel 
because he believes many of the sol- 
diers who are sent to help with securi- 
ty in the Olympics are being used as 
cheap labor.

The committee told reporters at the 
time that they planned to hire a secu- 
rity director with international event 
experience. Korologos says that is 
still a potential scenario, but nobody 
has been hired yet. 


Hiring someone now would mean 


five and one-half years of salary and 
benefits. The committee believes that 
technology may change a lot between 
now_and 2002. 

“We don’t want to have to re-invent 
the wheel in a few years, “ Korologos 
said.

LDS leaders warn about using media

The media feed the fire of terrorism 
by setting the agenda for what people 
think about on a day-to-day basis. 
But, more than that, the media acts as 
a platform, set up to let terrorists vent 
their frustrations to a much larger 
audience, according to some media 
professionals. 

“Terrorists want to use the media as 
a platform,” said Alf Pratte, professor 
of communications. The media allow 
terrorists to get their message out to a 
large number of people, they other- 
wise could not have access to, Pratte 
said. 

The main role of the media today is 
to inform the general public. 
Everyday things happen people need 
to know about. 

“The media has to tell the story. 
That is what the public expects,” said 
Rick Hall, city editor for the Deseret 
News. “Every gang member (and) ter- 
rorist wants to be on television or 
have their picture in the paper. The 
key is not to be too accommodating 
(but to) just tell the story,” Hall said. 

“Does media set the agenda? I don’t 
think so,” Hall said. “But are people 


. affected by the media? You bet they 


are. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints takes a definite posi- 
tion on the media and their effects. 

“We are lathered with soap operas in 
need of nothing so much as soap — 
for the scrubbing of themselves!” said 
Elder Neal A. Maxwell of the 
Quorum of the Twelve in the April 
1993 general conference. 

“Some seriously maintain that 
media violence and sleaze leave con- 
sumers untouched. But revenue is 
received from commercials precisely 
because of their influence. Either we 
deserve reforms, or sponsors deserve 
refunds!” 

“Church leaders have much to say 
about the issue,” said Clayton Newell, 
public affairs department for The

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Although terrorism is becoming more prevalent, students won’t worry

Although bomb threats in Utah have 
occurred in the past, most BYU stu- 
dents agree that terrcrism in Utah is 
not.a concern. 

“T’ve never felt life threatened,” said 
Jeff Liddle, a senior from American 
Fork, majoring in quality control. 

Darren Watts, a senior from Fruita, 
Calif., majoring in vocal performance 
and pedagogy and a cadet in the army 
ROTC, said that during the Gulf War 
he was told to take special precau- 
tions. Because of bomb threat con- 
cerns and terrorism, the military had 
Strict rules to obey. Now Watts says 
he does not worry too much. 

“The Cody Judy incident woke up 
the BYU community and BYU secu- 
rity,’ Watts said. Watts said he 
believed the Cody Judy incident made 


people more aware, besides improv- 
ing security and increasing safety. 

Lt. Brian Andreason of the 
University Police said two major 
changes took place after Judy’s bomb 
threat at the Marriott Center. First, the 
layout of the floor seating was 
improved to accommodate people and 
restrict free access to the stand. 
Second, Andreason said the 
University Police increased the num- 
ber of security at events. 

“There’s always a concern with 
problems, and Cody Judy brought it 
home,” Andreason said. “It is impor- 
tant to review the past and make the 
necessary changes.” 

However, he said, there isn’t any 
reason students should be concerned 
with terrorism. 

“Active eyes and ears are what we 
need,” Andreason said. “Success 
comes through the involvement of the 


ATE, FBI forced to confront 
growing threat of terrorism

The word “terrorism” often conjures 
up nothing but confusion and fear in 
the minds of civilians, government 
officials, attorneys and those groups 
who deal with ter- 
rorist acts such as 
the FBI and the 
Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco. 
and Firearms. 

The FBI defines 
terrorism as “the 
use of force or 
violence against 
persons or proper- 
ty to intimidate or 
coerce a govern- 
ment, the civilian 
population or any 
segment thereof in 
the furtherance of 
goals.” 

There is a terror...'° threat statute in 
Utah that ce~.. ‘er making any threat 
with the purpose to disi upt with the 
use of violence terroristic. Those who 
are caught are typically only charged 
with a misdemeanor. 

Douglas Bodrero, Commissioner of 
the Utah Department of Public Safety, 
says there is quite a debate over what 
is classified as terrorism. Bodrero is 
responsible for training government 
leaders, making policy assessments 
and training law enforcement officers 
in how to respond to threats of terror- 
ism. 

“There are two aspects to terrorism, 
and people get confused. Even the 
media gets confused,” Bodrero said. 

Anti-terrorism initiatives are set up 
in an attempt to prevent terrorist acts 
from ever occurring and may include 
threat assessments. Counter-terrorism, 
also known as consequence manage- 
ment, represents the response to a sit- 
uation that has already occurred. 

Bodrero suggests that as subcate- 
gories of domestic terrorism, there are 
extremist terrorist groups and terrorist 
groups which represent special inter- 
est groups. Extremist groups would 
include local militia groups, neo- 
nazis, constitutionalists and others

who feel that the government is cor- 
rupt and is attempting to take away 
their rights. 

Special interest groups commonly 

involved with terrorism include envi- 
ronmental terrorists and animal rights 
activists. In the western United States, 
religious activists 
are also common. 
The acts of these 
groups often 
include vandalism, 
tree-spiking, and 
releasing animals 
which are being 
tested in scientific 
studies. “Monkey- 
wrenching” is a 
term which refers 
to environmental 
terrorism in gener- 
al. 
Confusion also 
exists In some cases as to whether the 
ATF or the FBI has jurisdiction over 
particular occurrences. Jeff Sarnacki, 
special agent for the ATF, says the 
ATF has jurisdiction over a bombing 
or a fire because of the crime 
involved. 

The ATF is concerned with the act, 
not the motivation behind the act. 

“Tf it’s purely an act of terrorism the 
FBI has primary jurisdiction whether 
it be international or domestic,” 
Sarnacki said.
